Our  member- 
ship having  become  separated,  the  Order  remained  in 
abeyance  until  an  attempt  was  made  by  Air.  John  Eyer- 
man  (of  Easton,  Pa.),  and  myself,  to  revive  it.  The  for- 
mer had  a  die  cast  for  the  beautiful  insignia  which  was 
later  adopted  by  the  Order,  and  also-  issued  invitations 
setting  forth  the  necessar}-  cpialihcations  for  admittance  to 
membership.      Nothing    further   was   done   until    I    settled 


permanently  in  Washington,  D.  C,  when  I  determined  to 
■reorganize  the  Order,  by  cahing  together  certain  gentle- 
men known  to  me  to  be  qualified  for  membership.  As 
a  result  of  mv  ei¥orts  a  meeting  was  held  on  the  13th  of 
May,  1908,  at  the  residence  of  Commander  Charles  C. 
Rogers,  U.  S.  N.,  at  Avhich  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

"Whereas.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  all  those  of 
illustrious  lineage  to  preserve  intact  the  history  and 
traditions  relating  to  the  foundation  of  their  country, 
and  to  endeaAor  to  promote  peace,  happiness,  and  the 
general  welfare  of  mankind,  therefore,  we,  the 
founders  of  this  Order,  should  use  our  inlkience  to  see 
that  our  institutions  are  kept  intact  and  free  from  per- 
nicious influences  and  that  freedom  and  liberty  be 
promoted:  Therefore,  we  whose  names  are  subjoined 
do  now  institute  an  order  of  patriotism  and  chivalry 
to  be  known  as  The  Order  of  \Vashington."

ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 

This  organization  shall  lie  known  as  The  Order  of 
Washington,  and  is  named  for  General  George  Washing- 
ton.    The  members  shall  be  known  as  Companions. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Location. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Order  shall  be  at  \\'ashington, 
D.  C,  or  wherever  the  Chancellor-General  shall  reside. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Place  of  Meeting. 

There  shall  be  no  set  place  or  time  of  meeting  except  on 
the  twenty-second  of  Februar}-.  The  Commander-General 
of  the  Order  may  call  a  meeting  whenever  it  appears  to  be 
necessary. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Object. 

The  object  of  the  Order  is  similar  to  the  Orders  of 
Chivalry,  instituted  in  Europe,  and  also,  like  all  patriotic 
orders,  is  instituted  to  promote  the  growth  of  a  spirit  of 
patriotism,  to  cultivate  the  study  of  history,  and  to  preserve 
family  records  and  other  documents  relating  to  the  rise  of 
the  Republic,  to  stimulate  a  National  pride  and  to  preserve 
the  integrity,  honor,  and  Christian  manhood  of  our  mem- 
bers. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Qualifications. 

In  order  to  become  a  member  of  this  Order  the  ancestor 
must  have  arrived  in  America  prior  to  1750,  have  been  a 
landowner  or  a  founder  of  a  town,  and  have  held  some 
official,  military  (naval)  or  ministerial  position  in  Colonial 
days,  and  also  had  a  descendant  who  assisted  the  Colonies 
in  attaining  their  independence. 


In  order  to  explain  the  above  the  following  clause  is  offered  : 
The  candidate  to  become  a  Companion  in  this  Order  must  have 
descended  in  the  male  or  female  line  from  a  male  ancestor  who 
assisted  the  Colonies  in  attaining  their  independence,  and  the  revolu- 
tionary ancestor  must  have  descended  in  the  direct  male  line  from 
an  ancestor  who  was  in  the  Colonies  prior  to  1750  and  who  held  at 
some  time  an  official  position  during  the  Colonial  period,  or,  was  a 
founder  of  a  town,  or,  was  in  the  military  or  naval  service,  or,  was  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel. 


ARTICLE  VI 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  The  Order  of  \\  ashington  shall  be  the 
following :

ARTICLE  VII. 

Council. 

There  shall  be  a  Supreme  Council,  composed  of  the  (\r 
officio  meml>ers  of  the  Order,  which  shall  constitute  the 
legislative  body  of  the  Order  and  who  shall  be  empowered 
to  make  and  revise  all  laws  governing  the  Order  and  create 
new  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessar\-,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Duties. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  Order  shall  l)e  those 
usuall}'  performed  l)y  such  officers. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Chancellor  and  Historian-General. 

The  Chancellor-General  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of 
any  memher,  admit  any  gentleman  having  the  requisite 
qualifications  and  shall  issue  a  Certificate  of  Membership. 
The  Historian-General  shall  keep  a  history  of  the  Order. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Membership. 

Membership  shall  be  by  in\itation  only.  The  (Jrder  shall 
be  hereditary.  Male  descendants  of  the  Companions  be- 
come members  upon  attaining  their  majorit}-. 

(Parties  desiring  to  become  members  may  communi- 
cate with  the  Chancellor-General.  ) 

ARTICLE  XL 

Meetings. 

The  Commander-General,  Vice-Commander-Cieneral  or 
in  the  absence  of  these  officers,  the  Chancellor-General  shall 
call  a  meeting  whenever  it  is  considered  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Dues. 

The  only  fee  required  is  $10.00  for  initiation  and  life 
membership  unless  otherAvise  ordered  l)y  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
Special  Duties  of  Officers. 
The    Commander-General    or    \'ice-Commander-General 
shall  appoint  all  officers  created  by  the  Council  of  the  Order. 
There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  State  a  Deputy  \'ice- 
Commander-General  who  may  form  local  chapters  in  each 
State,  and  who  shall  l)e  the  chief  officer  of  the   State  in 
which  he  may  reside. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Amendments. 

Any  amendment  desired  may  be  proposed  Iw-  a  member 
of  the  Council  and  acted  upon  Ijy  a  majority  of  those 
present. 


ARTICLE  XV. 
Insignia. 
The  insignia  shall  consist  of  an  oval- 
shaped  medal  on  which  is  the  likeness  of 
the  head  of  Washington  and  on  the  re- 
\erse  side  the  words  "Order  of  Wash- 
ington."    The  medal  shall  he  suspended 
hy  a  red,  white  and  hlue  riljhon,  lield  in 
place  by  a  pin.    Any  officer  of  the  Order 
may  wear  the  medal  suspended  from  a 
,  ribbon   as   above   descril^ed   around   the 
neck.

Motto. — Verite  sans  peur  (truth  without  fear). 

Deric'atioii. — The  1st  and  4th  quarters  are  composed  of  the 
arms  of  Washington,  and  the  crest  is  also  the 
crest  O'f  that  family;  the  ship  refers  to  the  coming 
over  the  ocean  of  the  ancestors  from  whom  eligi- 
bility is  derived,  and  the  crossed  sword's  indicate 
their  having  taken  part  in  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution. The  symbolism  of  the  various  tinctures 
and  charges  is  as  follows:  Argent,  Peace  and 
sincerity;  azure,  loyalty  and  truth;  gules,  f<^rti- 
tude;  sable,  constancy;  or,  generosity;  the  mullet, 
eminence ;  the  sword,  the  eagle,  a  man  of  action 
and  of  loft}-  spirit;  the  stag,  valor,  peace  and 
harmonv.
